f NE of the sweetest songs

In reality there is 
no other existence, since Life can- 
not be united io its unlikeness, 
fmortality.”

:to be, the image of his creator. 
‘Qur freedom comes, then, as we 
‘recognize and acknowledge our 
‘true relationship to the Father,

'3:2)—now, not sometime in a 
‘vague future, in a far-away place, 
‘but here and now. As children of

Indians Afflicted by Dread 


Trachoma Are Cured. 


PENDLETON, ORE. — Sulfanila- 
mide is giving back to Indians eye- 


sight threatened by trachoma. In 
tiny clinics spotted throughout the 
West, public health and Indian serv- 


ice doctors are treating the dread 
eye disease that once meant blind- 
ness or patient treatment that might 
show results in six months—or three 
years. 


Trachoma, which historians say 
Coronado and his conquistadores 
probably brought to New Mexico in 
1534, has taken a growing toll of 
Indian eyesight since. 

A virus disease, trachoma granu- 
lates and scars the eyelids, leading 
to scarring and eventual clouding 
of the cornea, resulting in blindness. 


The Indian service estimates that 
Kansas has 1,975 cases, North Caro- 
lina, 67; Minnesota and Wisconsin, 
1,135; North and South Dakota, 
3,139; Wyoming, 419; Montana, 3,- 
595; Oregon and Washington, 739; 
Idaho, 42: California, 472; Nevada, 
429; Utah and Colorado, 364; Ari- 
zona, 8,325, and New Mexico, 4,329, 
a total of 25,030 cases, but it con- 
cedes the existence of many more. 

The disease is unknown among the 
Florida Seminoles and the Taholah 
tribe in the Neah Bay region of 
Washington, but wherever else In- 
dians live there is or has been tra- 
choma—30 per cent of Arizona’s Nav- 
ajos have it. 

Indian service doctors learned in 
1938 that internal doses of sulfanila- 


trachoma within three days and that 
proper use would arrest progress of 
the disease itself within two weeks. 
Many cases. apparently were cured.

1. A pure and sufficient water 
supply. 

2. A safe milk and food supply. 

3. Sanitary refuse and sewage dis- 
posal. 

4. Sufficient ventilation, heat and 
light. 

5. Space sufficient 
family demands. 

6. Absence of excessive dampness. 

7. Screening against flies and mos- 
quitoes. 

8. Protection against other insects 
and rodents. 

9. Protection against fire hazards 
and other accident risks.

A— The tax is qa bonafide part 
of the transaction, and if the 
consumer refuses to pay it, the 
retailer can refuse to complete 
the transaction. 

Q— With so many retailers in: 
the state, how is it possible for 
the State Board of Equalization 
to keep check on whether or not 
the sales tax is being collected? 

A— First, before a retailer can 
do business, he must secure a per- 
mit from the board. This permit 
costs one dollar, and when he se- 
cures it the retailer agrees to 
abide by the laws applicable to 
his business which include care- 
ful sales tax reports. The retailer 
is required to keep books on all 
his transactions, and these books 
are open at all reasonable times 
to inspection by the Board’s staff 
of auditors and invesctigators. 

Q— If a retailer shouldn’t co- 
operate how can the Board de- 
termine his delinquency? 

A— If a retailer doesn’t coop- 
erate there are several ways the 
Board can determine his delin- 
quency. If he keeps an accurate 
set of books, they will reveal how 
much business he does, and how 
much sales tax he should pay. If 
he doesn’t keep books as re- 
quired, the Board may station an 
investigator in his place of busi- 
ness for several days to ascertain 
how much business he does in 

that period, then arbitrarily as- 
sess him accordingly, This may

TAMPA, FLA.—When it came 
to choosing between driving an 
automobile or revealing her age, 


a Tampa woman chose to relin- 
quish her right to drive.
